Medical Center, Elk Grove Village. 


Working under Dr. Donald Fox, the 


students spent a week watching lab tech- 
nicians and doctors work in each of five 
departments, including surgical patholo- 
gy, chemistry, bacteriology, humantolo- 
gy and blood bank. 


The program was designed to help as- 


piring medical students decide if they 
are really interested in a medical career. 
Mike, who is thinking about Illinois Wes- 
leyan for his pre-med program, said the 
summer work has confirmed his in- 
tentions to be a doctor. He commended 
the program because "some people have 
to wait until they are out of medical 
school to find they don't like it." 


Diane "isn't absolutely sure," that she 


wants to be a doctor, though she plans to 
apply to Northwestern University's six- 
year medical sciences program. Being a 
woman doctor "isn't as big a deal as it 
used to be," she said and she's fairly 
certain she'd like to try. 


SHE GETS upset when some hospital 


personnel don't take her ambitions se- 
riously and she was disturbed when they 
described her as "typical" when she left 
an autopsy before it was over. She knows 
she will get used to it, as the doctors 
have told her they "stop thinking about 
it" after enough experience. 


Both students are surprised at how 


much they have learned from watching 
and from performing some of the tests 
and experiments themselves. 


The Cancer Society pays transportation

"This is more fun than 
working in McDonalds, and much more 
interesting. You're not pressured to learn 
stuff, and you don't have to do anything 
with it."

since December to try to piece together 
a tentative housing plan. 


The mayors were brought together by 


the Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities and are receiving technical assis- 
tance from the Northeastern 
Illinois 


Planning Commission (NIPC). 


THE IDEA FOR such a housing pro- 


gram came from Jack Pahl, an NIPC 
commissioner and former Elk Grove Vil- 
lage mayor. He has been meeting with

McHenry, Will, DuPage and Lake coun- 
ties and the north, northwest, 
south, 


southwest and west regions of Cook 
C o u n t y . Towns represented include 
Flossmoor, Wood Dale and Evanston in 
addition to Mount Prospect. 


"The way I see it is that if we don't 


work out our own housing programs now 
under the control of local government, 
the federal court will give us a court- 
imposed program," Pahl said. "And the 
courts are very insensitive to the back- 
grounds and characteristics of our com- 
munities." 


Pahl pointed to a suit filed by the 


American Civil Liberties 
Union that 


would require the distribution of 60,000 
low-income housing units on a "fair- 
share" basis. The suit is now before U. 
S. District Cour,t Judge-Richard Austin. 


Pahl said the housing meetings have 


been kept quiet-because "no one wants 
high visibility on a sensitive program 
like this."

Hearings Set This Week 


Citizens, builders, real estate agents, 


businessmen -and school officials are 
scheduled to testify at public hearings 
this week on a new system of tax assess- 
ments for Cook County. 


Public hearings will be held today and 


Thursday by Cook County Assessor P. J. 
Cullerton on how to classify various 
types of property for assessment and lo- 
cal taxation purposes. 


THE HEARINGS are being held in 


connection with the new Illinois State 
Constitution which permits the classifica- 
tion of different types of properties in 
computing assessments. 


Under the old constitution, all property 


was required to be assessed at 100 per 
cent of its value, although in practice the 
law was rarely enforced. 


Thomas M. Tully, chief deputy asses- 


sor, said the hearings are to help the as- 
sessor decide how many categories 
should be established for classification of 
property and at what percentages of 
market value various categories of prop- 
erty should be assessed. 


This week's hearings follow a series 


held last week at which testimony was 
heard from the Greater Chicago Com- 
mittee, the Town Hall assembly, theChi- 


cago Real Estate Board and The Citizens 
Action Program.

Kept Loaded Gun: Ex-Panther 


Deborah Johnson, who was sleeping 


next to Fred Hampton the night the 
Black Panther leader was killed in a po- 
lice raid, testified yesterday that she 
kept a loaded 12-gauge shotgun in the 
bedroom. 


Miss Johnson, 21, said the shotgun was 


assigned to her as a party member. She 
said Hampton also was assigned a shot- 
gun and sometimes kept a .45 automatic 
in the bedroom. 


She made the statements during some 


four hours of meticulous cross-exam- 
ination by defense attorney Thomas Sul- 
livan during the conspiracy trial of Cook 
County State's Atty. Edward V. Hanra- 
han and 13 codefendants. 


The 14 are accused of conspiracy to 


obstruct justice by altering and con- 
cealing evidence about the Dec. 4, 1969, 
weapons raid on a West Side apartment 
in which Hampton and Mark Clark, an- 
other Panther leader, were killed. 


MISS JOHNSON also told Sullivan that 


she was aware of a "mandate" from na- 
tional party leaders advocating resis- 
tance to police raiding parties. 


In a vivid descripbon of the predawn 


raid during direct testimony Friday, 
Miss Johnson said neither she, Hampton 
or another party member who was in the 
bedroom with them attempted to pick up 
weapons or otherwise resist the police 
raiders. 


Miss Johnson told Sullivan that Hamp- 


ton taught her to use the shotgun and 
other weapons between May and Decem- 
ber, 1969. She said she practiced firing 
the shotgun in an open field. 


ON THE NIGHT before the raid, she 


testified, Hampton and other party mem- 
bers attended a political orientation class 
on "the strategic means to resist the 
power' structure." But Miss Johnson said 
she went to a gu-1 friend's house and did 
not attend the session.

Deborah Johnson, who was sleeping 
next to Fred Hampton the night the 
Black Panther leader was killed in a po­ 
lice raid, testified yesterday that she 
kept a loaded 12-gauge shotgun in the 
bedroom. 
Miss Johnson, 21, said the shotgun was 
assigned to her as a party member. She 
said Hampton also was assigned a shot­ 
gun and sometimes kept a .45 automatic 
in the bedroom. 


She made the statements during some 
four hours of meticulous cross-exam­ 
ination by defense attorney Thomas Sul­ 
livan during the conspiracy trial of Cook 
County State’s Atty. Edward V. Hanra- 
han and 13 codefendants. 
The 14 are accused of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice by altering and con­ 
cealing evidence about the Dec. 4, 1969, 
weapons raid on a West Side apartment 
in w’hich Hampton and Mark Clark, an­ 
other Panther leader, were killed. 


MISS JOHNSON also told Sullivan that 
she was aware of a “ mandate” from na­ 
tional party leaders advocating resis­ 
tance to police raiding parties. 
In a vivid description of the predawn 
raid during direct testimony Friday, 
Miss Johnson said neither she, Hampton 
or another party member w’ho w’as in the 
bedroom with them attempted to pick up 
weapons or otherwise resist the police 
raiders.

Rosen said his organization actually 


won't be recognized as a mental health 
center until a psychiatrist can be hired.

NIPC that show the need for low and 
moderate-income housing in the various 
county areas. He said the 12 mayors will 
soon start talking to other officials in 
their areas about a housing plan. 


"There will be 'X' number of units that 


will be needed for each area. Then it will 
be up to the local communities in that 
area to make the decision on where the 
housing should go," Pan! said. 


HE SAID THE housing would probably 


include units for senior citizens, people 
who can't afford to live where they work 
and single people "who can't afford to 
live in the communities' they were 
brought up in." He said the group is us- 
ing federal standards when defining in- 
come: $6,000 to $12,000 a year for moder- 
ate and $6,000 and under lor low income. 
The figures depend on family, size. 


The group hopes to have a complete 


six-county housing plan including pro- 
posed sites and a 10-year implementation 
program in two years, Pahl said. 


"The plan is to get a local coalition 


together in each community that will 
work on their own programs," Pahl said. 
He said agencies such as planning com- 
missions and zoning boards would join 
religious and civic leaders and local offi- 
cials in the coalition. 


Pahl said the mayor representatives 


would also work with governmental 
agencies such as the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference in formulating regional 
plans. 


"The whole key to it is that everyone is 


doing a little bit so that no one com- 
munity gets the burden. This way every- 
one will get their fair share," he said.

When students return to Forest View 


High School this fall, administrators and 
teachers will watch their reactions to 
their new class schedules with greater 
than usual Interest. 


The schedules the students pick up will

"We know there will be a large num-

So far. lie said, most of the denials 


have resulted from errors made by the 
students in marking computer card* and 
because teachers chosen are ;iot sched- 
uled to teach the class for which they 
weie selected. More students will lo.se 
teacher choices when a second computer 
urn gives them a schedule and locks 
them into certain time periods for their 
elates Martin said

section, rather than eliminate a class," 
he said. 


The process of allowing students to se- 


lect teachers began at Forest View last 
January, when the first steps toward reg- 
istration started. "We told students ap- 
proximately who would be teaching 
what," Martin said, "but we tried to 
make clear that we couldn't be absolute- 
ly sure because staff can change." 


Not all students had the opportunity to 


choose teachers, he said, because many 
students were signing up for courses with 
only one section and only one teacher. 


Because of the use of computer sched- 


uling, Martin said, "If we get 50 per cent 
of the kids with the teachers they've se- 
lected. I'll feel we are fortunate. I just 
hope the students don't get terribly dis- 
couraged if they come back and find 
they don't have the teachers they chose." 


THE DISCOURAGEMENT might be 


cut down, Martin said, if the school goes 
to a system of hand registration, allow- 
ing the students to pick up class cards 
and resolve conflicts as they arise in the 
same way students do in choosing college 
classes. 


But even with the problems that need 


to be worked out, Martin said this first 
effort at letting students choose classes 
has already brought some surprises. 


"The thing that surprised me was the 


variety of teachers who were chosen," he 
said. "As an administrator I have my 
prejudices about who is a good teacher 
and some of the students chose teachers 
I didn't think were that good. When that 
happens you start to wonder why."

Miss Coudert, a writer-editor who spe- 


cializes in psychology and is managing 
editor of the International Journal of 
Group Psychotherapy, is a small, me- 
lancholy woman who speaks from unhap- 
py experience Her mother became an 
alcoholic when Miss Coudert, an only 
child, was in her mid-teens Miss Cou- 
dert's father left them and she took care 
of her mother for about 10 years, nurs- 
ing, coaxing, pleading, scolding. All futil- 
ity 


"I remember being envious of the oth- 


er girls at school," she says wistfully. 
"They had mothers who acted like moth- 


ers, while I had a mother who was more 
like my child." 


When she was 25, Miss Coudert gave 


up trying to help her mother and moved 
away. They never lived together again, 
though her mother lived 20 more years 


AND SHE SAYS she does not regret 


her action 


"I would not even have done it differ- 


ently if the outcome had been 20 days 
instead of 20 years because her life was 
no pleasure to her and brought no pleas- 
ure to other people, and I cannot believe 
that an earlier death was something to 
be prevented at all costs " 


Miss Coudert has since found herself in 


the role of "coalcoholic" — her term for 
someone close to an alcoholic but not an 
alcoholic himself — because of the addic- 
tion of two close friends. 


"You have to know what you can do 


about it and what you can't," she says 
"You have to know just how much you 
can take And you have to recognize that 
alcoholism is a stubborn, intractable con- 
dition." 


HER VIEWS ARE NOT revolutionary. 


She is not the only person wno has given 
up and left an alcoholic to fend for him- 
self But Miss Coudert is unusually frank 
about the necessity for considering the 
possibility that an alcoholic may be un- 
treatable 


An AA pamphlet on ' The Alcoholic 


Husband," says, "You may have a hus- 
band of whom you despair completely. 
He is violent, or appears definitely in- 
sane when drunk Doctors may shake 
their heads and advise to have him com- 
mitted In many ways this man may 
seem to be a 'hopeless' drunkard — but 
A A expenence has shown that very few 
drinkers, howe\er far down the ladder of 
alcoholism they may be are 'hopeless ' " 


Miss Coudert, who gnmly contends it 


is best to accentuate the negative, says: 
"If the coalcoholic is not to abandon her- 
self to apathy and defeat, or alternative- 
ly, if she is not to abandon the alcoholic, 
perhaps it is hope that she must give 
up."

I have been getting B-12 shots 
every six months and I'm much im- 
proved I also take tranquilizers. My 
weight was ideal — even the envy of fat 
friends 


De.\r Reader — You're right A diag- 


nosis of "nerves" is a difficult one to 
make It means that the doctor has to be 
satisfied that there fc> no other mecha- 
nism causing the pain or symptom Since 
so many things cause pain this automati- 
cally means excluding an awful lot of 
disoiders And, you're right — it hurts 
just as bad regardless of the cause If a 
patient has pain in the leg. he needs help 
for this pain whether it's caused by ner- 
vousness or poor circulation. 


THE ROLE OF A doctor is to help his 


patient At times he can't unless he lev- 
els with him and makes sure he under- 
stands he doesn't have any serious dis- 
ease and that his problem is really re- 
lated to nervousness or emotional fac- 
tots. 


Ideally, the doctor then delves into the 


life situation factors that are responsible 
for the nerves and the symptoms. Un- 
fortunatelv. many doctors seeing lots of 
patients don't have time to do this in 
great detail for one patient. Neither the 
riictor nor the patient can afford for him 
to do this. This is one of the dilemmas of 
our society. 


Many simple problems of nerves are 


benefited by eliminating habits which 
contribute to nerves, specifically drink- 
ing coffee which is a nerve stimulus and 
is certainly the cause of many people's 
indigestion problems and "nervous stom- 
ach." Nervous individuals should avoid 
all other stimulating drinks such as tea 
and colas and should avoid cigarettes. A 


good regular exercise program is also 
helpful. 


HIGH ON THE list of important treat- 


ments for "nerves" is a sympathetic 
friend. I want to emphasize that I said 
friend, because the person often needs an 
ear outside the famly setting. In the 
course of talking about one's problems to 
someone you can trust, a person often 
works out his own solution. This is part 
of what psychiatry really is. Even if your 
friend doesn't do anything but listen, the 
fact that you have verbalized the things 
in life that worry you or distress you 
helps you to sort them out and identify 


your problems and begin to face reality. 
Of course, this won't solve the total prob- 
lem for many people, but it does help 
some 


Diabetic neuritis certainly is painful 


and it is also sometimes difficult to diag- 
nose in its early stages That's one of the 
other dilemmas that doctors have —• 
some diseases in their early development 
present so few findings that they are not 
easily diagnosed

The process of allowing students to se­ 
lect teachers began at Forest View last 
January, when the first steps toward reg­ 
istration started. “ We told students ap­ 
proximately 
who 
would 
be 
teaching 
w hat,” Martin said, “ but we tried to 
make clear that we couldn’t be absolute­ 
ly sure because staff can change.” 
Not all students had the opportunity to 
choose teachers, he said, because many 
students were signing up for courses with 
only one section and only one teacher. 
Because of the use of computer sched­ 
uling, Martin said, “ If we get 50 per cent 
of the kids with the teachers they've se­ 
lected, Iii feel we are fortunate. I just 
hope the students don’t get terribly disr- 
couraged if they come back and find 
they don't have the teachers they chose.” 
THE DISCOURAGEMENT might 
be 
cut down. M artin said, if the school goes 
to a system of hand registration, allow­ 
ing the students to pick up class cards 
and resolve conflicts as they arise in the 
sam e way students do in choosing college 
classes. 
But even with the problems that need 
to be worked out. Martin said this first 
effort at letting students choose classes 
has already brought some surprises. 
“ The thing that surprised me was the 
variety of teachers who were chosen,” he 
said. “ As an adm inistrator I have my 
prejudices about who is a good teacher 
and some of the students chose teachers 
I didn't think were that good. When that 
happens you start to wonder why.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Here it is 
near the end of July and much of the

waves. Which comes as a big surprise to 
utility companies in areas where there 
have been power shortages. 
“ If this had happened in February, we 
would have been prepared for it,” the 
utility companies say. “ But we weren't 
expecting a heat wave in m idsum m er.” 
The main trouble is air conditioning. 
There is fully enough electricity avail­ 
able to run all of the air conditioners in 
cool weather. But the public perversely 
insists on running air conditioners in hot 
weather. 
This Ls called an “ energy crisis.” 
AND WHAT does officialdom do about 
the crisis? Officialdom urges the public 
to use less electricity during periods 
when the public uses more electricity. 
But it doesn't work. 


The public simply has not been condi­ 
tioned to act in the public interest. 
Through artful advertising, the public 
has been conditioned to drive cars and 
run air conditioners. Promoting the pub­ 
lic interest will require something equal­ 
ly artful. 


At the moment, the public is going in 
strong for the “ natural look” in cosmet­ 
ics, plastics, hair styles, clothing and or­ 
ganic food. So why couldn't officialdom 
take advantage of that with a public ser­ 
vice cam paign extolling fhe wonders of 
“natural heat?” 


First we see Ed McMahon fiddling 
with some knobs in a tastefully furnished 
condominium. He turns our way, says, 
“ Oh, hi there. Tired of having artificially 
cooled air circulating through your house 
or apartm ent this sum m er? 
“ Then do what I’m doing — turn off 
that air conditioner and heat your home 


the natural way — open a window. For 
less than pensies a day, you can have 
your home perm eated by the sam e pure 
unadulterated heat produced only by the 
natural rays of the sun.” 


NOW WE SEE a young woman in a 
diaphanous negligee silhouetted before 
the open window of a darkened bedroom. 
She stretches sensuously and ecstatically 
m urm urs, “ Love that natural heat. Since 
turning off my air conditioner, my figure 
has improved 37 per c e n t" 


Followed by an “ American Gothic” 
couple. “ No doubt about it, M a,” the 
Titus Moody type twangs. “ This is the 
sam e kind of old-fashioned natural heat 
we used to swelter in back on the farm .” 
Only in this m anner can officialdom 
get the public to act in the public inter­ 
est.

Treat Alcoholic With Realism

NEW YORK — There is the ominously 
empty bottle. 
There is the unconscious, disheveled 
figure slumped across a sofa. 
There is someone who is an alcoholic 
and though it is your own husband or 
wife 
or 
mother 
or 
father 
you 
are 
agonizingly, 
despairingly, 
absolutely 
unable to do anything to help. 
Where can you turn9 
The traditional advice has been that 
you try to persuade the alcoholic to visit 
his doctor, his clergyman or Alcoholics 
Anonymous and generally u=e tender lov­ 
ing care no m atter what. But a new 
book. “ The Alcoholic in Your Life.” sug­ 
gests an alternative place to turn to: in 
the general direction of the door. 
“ WHEN IT IS apparent no amount of 
aid is going to turn the tide.” writes Jo 
Coudert, “ must a strong iife be sacri­ 
ficed to prolong an enfeebled one? I 
think not. I think a choice must be made 
and that it must be to save the health­ 
iest. 
Anything 
else 
is 
waste 
com­ 
pounded.” 
Miss Coudert, a writer-editor who spe­ 
cializes in psychology and is managing 
editor of the International Journal of 
Group Psychotherapy, is a small, me­ 
lancholy woman who speaks from unhap­ 
py experience. Her mother became an 
alcoholic when Miss Coudert, an only 
child, was in her mid-teens. Miss Cou- 
dert’s father left them and she took care 
of her mother for about IO years, nurs­ 
ing, coaxing, pleading, scolding. All futil­ 
ity. 
“ I rem em ber being envious of the oth 
er girls at school,” she says wistfully. 
“ They had m others who acted like moth­ 


ers. while I had a mother who was more 
like my child.” 
When she was 25. Miss Coudert gave 
up trying to help her mother and moved 
away. They never lived together again, 
though her mother lived 20 more years. 
AND SHE SAYS she does not regret 
her action: 
“ I would not even have done it differ­ 
ently if the outcome had been 20 days 
instead of 20 years because her life was 
no pleasure to her and brought no pleas­ 
ure to other people, and I cannot believe 
that an earlier death was something to 
be prevented at all costs.” 
Miss Coudert has since found herself in 
the role of “ coalcoholic” — her term for 
someone close to an alcoholic but not an 
alcoholic himself — because of the addic­ 
tion of two close friends. 
“ You have to know what you can do 
about it and what you can’t,” she says. 
“ You have to know just how’ much you 
can take. And you have to recognize that 
alcoholism is a stubborn, intractable con­ 
dition.” 


HER MEWS \R E NOT revolutionary. 
She is not the only person who has given 
up and left an alcoholic to fend for him­ 
self. But Miss Coudert is unusually frank 
about the necessity for considering the 
possibility that an alcoholic may be un­ 
treatable. 
An AA pamphlet on “ The Alcoholic 
Husband,” says, “ You may have a hus­ 
band of whom you despair completely. 
He is violent, or appears definitely in­ 
sane when drunk 
Doctors may shake 
their heads and advise to have him com­ 
mitted. In many ways this man may 
seem to be a ‘hopeless’ drunkard — but 
A A. experience has shown that very few 
drinkers, however far down the ladder of 
alcoholism they may be. are hopeless.’ ” 
Miss Coudert, who grimly contends it 
is best to accentuate the negative, says: 
“ If the coalcoholic is not to abandon her­ 
self to apathy and defeat, or alternative­ 
ly, if she is not to abandon the alcoholic, 
perhaps it is hope that she must give 
up.”

Dear Dr. Lamb — Your articles on 
health are the subject of many dis­ 
cussions when friends meet. I wish you 
would discuss bow’ doctors can help us 
who have ‘“just nerves” or rather how 
we might help ourselves. I read that 
making a diagnosis of “ just nerves” is 
the toughest diagnosis to make. It is also 
a difficult one for the patient to accept. 


The pain is real regardless of w hat’s 
causing it. I had this problem and it 
caused me to be m ore nervous just try­ 
ing to describe my pain. Finally, I was 
diagnosed as a mild diabetic with diabet­ 
ic neuritis. I have been getting B-12 shots 
every six months and I’m much im­ 
proved. I also take tranquilizers. My 
weight was ideal — even the envy of fat 
friends. 


Dear Reader — You're right. A diag­ 
nosis of “ nerves” is a difficult one to 
make. It m eans that the doctor has to be 
satisfied that there is no other m echa­ 
nism causing the pain or symptom. Since 
so many things cause pain this autom ati­ 
cally m eans excluding an awful lot of 
disorders. And, you’re right — it hurts 
just as bad regardless of the cause. If a 
patient has pain in the leg, he needs help 
for this pain whether it's caused by ner­ 
vousness or poor circulation. 


THE ROLE OF A doctor is to help his 
patient. At tim es he can't unless he lev­ 
els with him and m akes sure he under­ 
stands he doesn't have any serious dis­ 
ease and that his problem is really re­ 
lated to nervousness or emotional fac­ 
tors. 
Ideally, the doctor then delves into the 
life situation factors that are responsible 
for the nerves and the symptoms. Un­ 
fortunately, m any doctors seeing lots of 
patients don't have tim e to do this in 
great detail for one patient. Neither the 
dictor nor the patient can afford for him 
to do this. This is one of the dilemm as of 
our society. 
M any simple problems of nerves are 
benefited by eliminating habits which 
contribute to nerves, specifically drink­ 
ing coffee which is a nerve stimulus and 
is certainly the cause of many people's 
indigestion problems and “ nervous stom ­ 
ach.” Nervous individuals should avoid 
all other stim ulating drinks such as tea 
and colas and should avoid cigarettes. A 


good regular exercise program is also 
helpful. 
HIGH ON THE list of important treat­ 
ments for “ nerves” is a sympathetic 
friend. I want to emphasize that I said 
friend, because the person often needs an 
ear outside the famly setting. In the 
course of talking about one's problems to 
someone you can trust, a person often 
works out his own solution. This is part 
of what psychiatry really is. Even if your 
friend doesn’t do anything but listen, the 
fact that you have verbalized the things 
in life that worry you or distress you 
helps you to sort them out and identify

You Must React Quickly 
To Emergencies On Road 


More than 100 million Americans will 


take to the highways this year In pursuit 
of vacation pleasure. Chances are that 
many of them will be confronted with an 
emergency driving situation that allows 
little or no time for decision making — 
and many will make the wrong response. 


The Chicago Motor Club offers these 


tips on what to do in emergency situ- 
ations: 


—BRAKE FAILURE. If your brakes 


fail, pump the pedal to build up enough 
pressure to restore some braking action. 
If this fails, apply steady pressure to the 
parking brake. Caution is necessary be- 
cause the parking brake controls the 
rear wheels and you must be prepared to 
release the brake if the rear wheels lock. 
If your car has a manual transmission, 
downshifting also will serve as a braking 
force. Watch for an escape route, a safe 
exit from the highway and alert others to 
your difficulty by sounding your horn 
arid flashing your lights. In extreme 
cases you may have to stop your car by 
other means, such as running along an 
embankment, driving into bushes or hed- 
ges or against a curb. 


—TIRE BLOWOUT. Tbe first thing to 


do if a tire blows out is to keep a firm 
and steady grip on the steering wheel. 
Hold the vehicle on a straight course and 
concentrate on maintaining or regaining 
control. Never slam on the brakes. Ease 
up on the accelerator, allowing the en- 


gine to slow the vehicle, and once you 
have the car under control, apply the 
brakes with a firm and steady pressure. 
A front tire failure will cause the car to 
pull to the side: a rear tire blowout can 
cause weaving or fishtailing. 


—KUNMING OFF THE ROAD. If you 


should run off the paved shoulder of the 
highway, maintain a firm grip on the 
steering wheel and keep the car trav- 
eling straight ahead straddling the pave- 
ment edge. Do not whip the vehicle back 
on the pavement. Next, ease off the ac- 
celerator so the car will slow gradually. 
Avoid braking if possible, but if neces- 
sary, use a gradual pumping action. Be- 
fore returning to the pavement, make a 
complete visual check ahead, to the side 
and the rear. Never return to the pave- 
ment when a car is approaching. When 
the way is clear and your speed has been 
greatly reduced, turn the wheel sharply, 
permitting the vehicle to climb the pave- 
ment edge to get back on the roadway. 


—FIRE, If a fire breaks out under the 


hood, turn off the ignition and all other 
electrical 
switches. Use a fire ex- 


tinguisher if available. If not, use a blan- 
ket to smother the fire. Since fires usual- 
ly are from electrical short circuits, use 
a jack handle to rip out all burning 
wires. If the fire is out of control, move 
at least 100 feet away since the gas tank 
may explode.

Caution is necessary be­ 
cause the parking brake controls the 
rear wheels and you must be prepared to 
release the brake if the rear wheels lock. 
If your car has a manual transmission, 
downshifting also will serve as a braking 
force. Watch for an escape route, a safe 
exit from the highway and alert others to 
your difficulty by sounding your horn 
and flashing your lights. In extreme 
cases you may have to stop your car by 
other means, such as running along an 
embankment, driving into bushes or hed­ 
ges or against a curb. 
—T IR E BLOWOUT. The first thing to 
do if a tire blows out is to keep a firm 
and steady grip on the steering w'heel. 
Hold the vehicle on a straight course and 
concentrate on maintaining or regaining 
control. Never slam on the brakes. Ease 
up on the accelerator, allowing the en­ 


gine to slow the vehicle, and once you 
have the car under control, apply the 
brakes with a firm and steady pressure. 
A front tire failure will cause the car to 
pull to the side; a rear tire blowout can 
cause weaving or fishtailing. 


—RUNNING O FF THE ROAD. If you 
should run off the paved shoulder of the 
highway, maintain a firm grip on the 
steering wheel and keep the car trav­ 
eling straight ahead straddling the pave­ 
ment edge. Do not whip the vehicle back 
on the pavement. Next, ease off the ac­ 
celerator so the car will slow gradually. 
Avoid braking if possible, but if neces­ 
sary. use a gradual pumping action. Be­ 
fore returning to the pavement, make a 
complete visual check ahead, to the side 
and the rear. Never return to the pave­ 
ment when a car is approaching. When 
the way is clear and your speed has been 
greatly reduced, turn the wheel sharply, 
permitting the vehicle to climb the pave­ 
ment edge to get back on the roadway.

If not, use a blan­ 
ket to smother the fire. Since fires usual­ 
ly are from electrical short circuits, use 
a jack handle to rip out all burning 
wires. If the fire is out of control, move 
at least IOO feet away since the gas tank 
may explode.

HAMILTON, Bermuda — There is no 
truth to the rumor that a visitor to this 
Atlantic archipelago was spotted leaving 
the colony with the rudim entary begin­ 
nings of webbed feet. 
The taxi driver’s tale of a Mount Pros­ 
pect visitor developing a set of gills after 
only two weeks has yet to be confirmed, 
And no m atter what you may have 
heard, the average Bermudian youngster 
does not start growing piscine scales or 
pectoral fins on his third birthday. 
These are Bermuda sum m ertim e sto­ 
ries. Exaggerations, but stem ming from 
t h e 
fact 
that 
both 
visitors 
and 
mudians alike spend hour after hour in, 
under or on the clear, warm waters that 
nuzzle this tiny island chain 600 miles off 
the U.S. east coast. 
The sea is the colony’s warm-weather 
medium. It comes in various colors, vari­ 
ous depths, various states of agitation, 
and you can enjoy its warmth any time 
of the day or night, be you athlete or 
ruminant. 
WARMED by a subtropical sun and 
insulated from the cold Arctic currents 
by the Gulf Stream . Berm uda’s waters 
are actually balmy enough to live in all 
year — but Bermudians themselves rare­ 
ly go near the water until May 24. 
By mid-June, water tem peratures are 
into the middle 70s, and they continue to 
climb until August, when both w ater and 
air tem peratures hover in the 80s. 
And as the sea is around almost every 
bend in the road, Bermuda provides a 
kaleidoscope of nautical adventures — 
swimming 
and 
sailing; 
helmet-diving 
tours, 
snorkeling 
and 
scuba-diving; 
sightseeing cruises by power and sail 
craft; shore, reef or deep-sea fishing;

the island chain to the other. They also 
abound with fish and sunken wrecks. 
BERMUDA’S WATERS long have been 
havens for scuba and skin-diving 
en­ 
thusiasts. One of the earliest skin-diving 
schools were opened here by P ark Breck 
when the sport still was in its infancy, 
and today three schools — operated by 
Breck, Kevin Burke and David McLeod 
— offer instruction in snorkeling and 
scuba-diving 
techniques, 
and 
conduct 
tours for swimmers with all degrees of 
skill. Their courses range from an in­ 
troduction to snorkeling, through under­ 
water 
photography 
and 
dives 
onto 
wrecks in 60 feet of w ater. 
But you don’t have to be athletic to 
enjoy Berm uda's underw ater world. A 
man named Bronson Hartley, headquar­

the differences through a system of hand 
signals and written notations. 
Hartley also may have originated that 
idea of people developing webbed feet. 
He estim ates he’s spent seven years of 
his life under water. Knowing the w aters 
of Bermuda, th at’s not such a terrible 
thought.

SCLC's Study 


Not Best Step 


It's Wet-I Want To See How Wet 


This is no time for yet another 


study, even if the study is about a 
difficult 
and 
important 
topic — 


racism in the Northwest suburbs. 


If there's racism at work here, 


the very nature of it makes it diffi- 
cult to define. More relevant than a 
study is that men and women of 
good will unite to make certain 
that every American 
is treated 


equally here. 


The source of our concern was 


the announcement 
recently thai 


the Suburban Division of the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC) was p l a n n i n g to 
launch a study to determine the ex- 
tent of local racism. 


Labeled an "affirmative action 


program" by Clyde Broks. subur- 
ban SCLC chairman, the study will 
encompass 
educational 
opportu- 


nities for minority students, indus- 
trial hiring practices and open 
housing provisions. 


The study is needed, according to 


Brooks, because of the increasing 
number of minority persons living 
in the suburbs and the expectation 
that more will be drawn here by 
the expanding labor market. 


\Ve concede that, the SCLC's con- 


cern is legitimate. That concern 
was activated earlier this year af- 
ter an incident in Hanover Park in- 
volving the cross-burning on the 
lawn of a family that had adopted 
a black child. 


Racial attitudes in the Northwest 


suburbs have never been marked 
by a universally receptive attitude 
towards 
members 
of 
minority 


groups, especially black people. 


\V h e n 
low-cost 
housing 
has 


raised its head as an issue here, 
the reaction lias been a mixture of 
sincere and well-intelligent 
ques- 


tions about the nature of the hous- 
ing and the outright anti-black rhe- 
toric 
("I 
wouldn't want one of 


THEM living next door to me.") 


Yet. it seems somewhat pointless 


for the SCLC to study the issue and 
attempt to come up with a defini- 
tion of racism. 


Is the man who opposes low or 


moderate-income housing a racist 
— or does he have other reasons to 
oppose such housing? What is a 
racist — is he defined by his stand 
on issues, or is there some internal 
invisible quality that makrs him? 


Whatever the name, it's clear 


that in some areas members of mi- 
nority groups don't get housing or 
job breaks. But, at the same time 
some strides have been made in 
employment and in other areas. 


How to proceed? Continue to at- 


tack the problem at specific points, 
but do it with a pace which takes 
i n t o 
consideration 
the 
con- 


servatism of the suburbs. 


We aren't suggesting, by any 


means, that the SCLC should give 
up the quest out here for the rights 
which every other citizen has. 


We're suggesting a quiet but 


firm struggle, centered on specific 
problems 
in individual commu- 


nities, will not polarize residents 
against the SCLC. The gains and 
defeats will not be as spectacular, 
but the benefits will include an eas- 
ier acceptance of minority groups 
within the social framework of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


One needs only to recall the re- 


sentment raised in 1968 by the Ker- 
ner Commission when it used "rac- 
ist" 
to describe white America. 


Only a more moderate approach 
will be more effective in the North- 
west suburbs.

Donald Plaid Stamps, Triple S, Eagle 
and Blue Chip Stamps always have been 
nimble and aggresive. They now are hed- 
ging against a decline in their business 
by diversification. And they may need it 
if the major food chains have success 
with their "discount" stores. 


The first eliminations came in Febru- 


ary when A&P decided to open up A&P- 
WEO 
(Where Economy Originates) 


stores. The company says it will phase 
out Plaid Stamps from 300 stores and 
eventually may eliminate them entirely. 


GRAND UNION and Acme Markets 


have done away with Green Stamps in 
certain areas. Grand Union stopped giv- 
ing S&H Green stamps in the Washing- 
ton, D.C.. area on June 24 and some of 
its own Triple S stamps in the Hagers- 
town, Md., area. 


"We feel that at present, in this very 


sophisticated marketplace, other adver- 
tising and promotional approaches might 
be more successful," a Grand Union 
spokesman explained. 


"Stamps just are not an effective tool 


or device anmore," said Acme Markets. 


A Trading Stamp Institute spokesman 


said stamp eliminations come in waves 
and cycles but admitted the business 
"has flattened o u t . . . plateaued." Other 
sources indicate the trading stamps vol- 
ume has dropped in the last three years 
from $540 million to $450 million. 


E. F. MacDONALD showed a loss last 


year and in its shareholders' report the 
company said about 
three-fourths of

stamps and more may do so. Trading 
stamp officials like to point out A&P was 
the last one in the lick-and-stick business 
and the first one out.

Nuclear Data Sees Trend 
Toivard Improved Sales 


A trend toward improved sales and op- 


erating results was reported by Richard 
J. Sandberg, president of Nuclear Data, 
Inc., Palatine. This was reported despite 
a net loss of $582,902, or 82 cents a share, 
for the three months ended May 31.

A clutter of noise in our gadget-laden 


society is causing electronic pollution. 


From the beautician zapping away un- 


wanted facial hair to the driver activat- 
ing the ignition switch in \ his car and a 
sleuth making use of an electronic 
"bug," American consumers and in- 
dustry are crowding the airwaves with a 
jumble of radio frequency (RF) energy. 


So troublesome is this cacaphony of the 


airwaves that the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (FCC) is threat- 
ening a major crackdown on manufac- 
turers producing the culprit polluters. 
The FCC, as policemen of the radio 
spectrum, is fanning its authority out 
into 10 new regional centers in an effort 
to step up regulatory activity. The first 
of these centers is in Park Ridge. 


Radio noise produced as a by-product 


from the operation of electrical or elec- 
tronic equipment is just one of the types 
of electronic pollution the agency seeks 
to manage. The control of undesired 
emissions from deliberate generators of 
RF energy, whether licensed or unli- 
censed, as well as frequency assign- 
ments to licensed stations are included in 
its task. 


Bringing the gospel of spectrum com- 


patibility to the industrial experts who 
can do something about it, FCC brass 
were on hand at a symposium held 
recently at Arlington Park Towers, Ar- 
lington Heights. The Institute of Elec- 
trical & Electronics Engineers, 
Inc. 


(IEEE), sponsored the national confer- 
ence 


"THE CONTROL of radio interference 


must constantly be held up as a goal to 
the electrical/electronics industry," said 
Herman Garlan, FCC's chief of the Ra- 
dio Frequency Devices Branch, office of 
the chief engineer.

Swiss May Join UN, Retain Neutrality

LUGANA. Switzerland — The Swiss,

Switzerland is associated with the Eco- 


nomic Commission for Europe, a region- 
al agency of the United Nations, with 
headquarters in Geneva. It has partici- 
pated in the drafting of international con- 
ventions by the International Law Com- 
mission. It also participated actively in 
the organization of the Stockholm Confer- 
ence on the Environment.

There are plenty of people who find it 


hard to agree with Spiro Agnew on any 
subject. But I think it very difficult to 
dispute Agnew's musings on athletics. 


What the Vice-president calls "values 


and lessons of sport in our society, the 
vital role competition plays in our sys- 
tem . . . much of my philosophy on life" 
was expounded in a national magazine 
article some time back and I thought 
that what he had to say made a lot of 
sense. 


We have alt heard the praises of athlet- 


ics sung repeatedly, and even though we 
may agree, we may sometimes grow 
weary of hearing those praises. But 
sometimes it is good to remind ourselves 
of the value of competition — especially 
since much of what has been happening • 
in this country in recent years runs 
counter to this idea. 


There are those (who probably would 


not read sports pages or this column In 
the first place) who like to philosophize 
against games, to "put them In their 
places and call them Inconsequential, 
childish time-users. 


This column, at times in the past, has 


attempted to point out that athletics — 
especially on the level of youths, the lev- 
el this newspaper mostly deals with — 
should not be overemphasized and must 
be kept in proper perspective. 


While this is true, there is another side 


to the coin. Agnew put It well when he 
wrote. "I believe that sport, all sport, is 
one of the few bits of glue that hold our 
society together, one of the few activities 
where young people can proceed along 
traditional avenues, where objectives arp 
clear, where the desire to win is not only 
permissible but encouraged and. con- 
versely, where a man can learn to lose 
without being destroyed by the experi- 
ence." 


This last point is an intriguing one. If 


you have a son in little league, high 
school sports or in any kind of youth 
competition, ask yourself the question, 
How well does he accept losing? Does it 
teach him humility, how to roll with the 
punches, or any other worthwhile les- 
sons? Or is he merely learning — from 


you, 
from his coach, or otherwise — how 


to make excuses, how to blame everyone 
but himself for his failures? 


Sometimes we tend to excuse nonachlc- 


vers and underemphasizc hard work. We 
generalize about certain groups of people 
and if they are not successful, we say it 
is the fault of environment or heredity or 
teachers. 


These excuses have become more con- 


venient in recent times because the trend 
of thought has been that it is bad to want 
to win too much. This runs counter to 
today's youth values of peace, love and 
brotherhood. 


The real question is, how much is 


wanting to win too much? To me, that 
limit is not reached as long as no one is 
deliberately injured and rules are not 
broken. 


What is the sense in taking the time 


and effort to compete (which is consid- 
erable in almost any league) if you don't 
play to win? Just because competition 
and learning values may be more impor- 
tant than winning In-youth sports does 
not mean that It is wrong to go all-out. 
Successful athletes have never gotten 
where they are without maximum effort 
all along-to WIN. 


Agnew put II well when he wrole, "I 


would not want to live in a society that 
did not include winning In its philosophy; 
that would have us live as identical lem- 
mings, never toying to best anybody at 
anything, all headed in the same direc- 


tion . . . striving not for individual ex- 
cellence. I would rather be a failure in a 
competitive society — which is our inher- 
itance — than to live in a waveles.s sea of 
nonachicvers. 


"Those who scoff at the desire to win 


in sport are those who basically are af- 
raid to lose. They won't try because they 
do not want to risk failing." 


Continuing on this train of thought, 


one might ask, how great are the con- 
sequences of failing? Although we try not 
to think negatively, what happens if we 
do lose? 


Unfortunately, our society being what 


it is, losing can be a trauma. A per- 
manent psychological scar might be left 
on a young boy who strikes out in a cru- 
cial situation in his team's little league 
championship game, or a high school kid 
who fumbles on the two-yard line in the 
big game of the year or misses the final 
deciding shot in a basketball tournament 
game. He will suffer tremendously and 


the bitter taste might stay with him for a 
long time. The same can be true on a 
larger scale — in one's job or personal 
life. 


Yet, Is failure in sports so undesirable 


that it is justification not to try as hard 
as one can all the time? Should we slight 
the importance of winning? Here is 
where many have a difference of opinion, 
and hers is where I again concur with 
Agnew's words: "A man who has not 
known failure cannot fully 
appreciate 


success. You can't know pleasure in any 
greater degree than you have known 
pain." 


If this were not the case, sports would 


not be worth playing. In fact, they would 
not exist as we know them. Victory was 
that much sweeter for the New York 
Mets and their fans three years ago 
when they won the World Series simply 
because the Mets for years had been 
the laughing stock or professional sports. 


To use more local examples, the Cubs 


and then- fans went deliriously wild with 
joy in 1969 when the team spent most of 
the season in first place — because the 
Cubs had been in the second division 
most of the proceeding 24 years. To a 
lesser extent, the White Sox have had a 
bin 'urge in attendance and fan ex- 
citement in the last year or so because 
the team was pathetic in the three sea- 
sons before. 


So the moral of the story is this: It is 


not wrong to want to win badly even if 
you aren't a pro. This applies to you 
when you are on the golf course, bowling 
alley, playing ping-pong or poker/"it is so 
because this country is based on com- 
petition. And what's so wrong about 
that? 
' 


Don't get me wrong. 1 am not neces- 


sarily a Spiro Agnew fan. I have not de- 
cided how I will vote in November and 
even if I knew, I am not a political edito- 
rial writer. 
, 


But I must agree with Spiro on the 


broad subject of athletic competition.

There are plenty of people who find it 
hard to agree with Spiro Agnew on any 
subject. But I think it very difficult to 
dispute Agnew’s musings on athletics. 
What the Vice-President calls “values 
and lessons of sport in our society, the 
vital role competition plays in our sys­ 
tem . . . much of my philosophy on life” 
was expounded in a national magazine 
article some time back and I thought 
that what he had to say made a lot of 
sense. 
We have all heard the praises of athlet­ 
ics sung repeatedly, and even though we 
may agree, we may sometimes grow' 
weary of hearing those praises. But 
sometimes it is good to remind ourselves 
of the value of competition — especially 
since much of what has been happening 
in this country in recent years runs 
counter to this idea. 
There are those (who probably would 
not read sports pages or this column in 
the first place) who like to philosophize 
against games, to “put them in their 
places and call them 
inconsequential, 
childish time-users. 
This column, at times in the past, has 
attempted to point out that athletics — 
especially on the level of youths, the lev­ 
el this newspaper mostly deals with — 
should not be overemphasized and must 
be kept in proper perspective. 
While this is true, there is another side 
to the coin. Agnew put it well when he 


wTOte. “ I believe that sport, all sport, is 
one of the few bits of glue that hold our 
society together, one of the few activities 
where young people can proceed along 
traditional avenues, where objectives are 
clear, where the desire to win is not only 
permissible but encouraged and. con­ 
versely, where a man can learn to lose 
without being destroyed by the experi­ 
ence.” 
This last point is an intriguing one. If 
you have a son in little league, high 
school sports or in any kind of youth 
competition, ask yourself the question, 
How well does he accept losing? Does it 
teach him humility, how to roll with the 
punches, or any other worthwhile les­ 
sons? Or is he merely learning — from 
you, from his coach, or otherwise — how 
to make excuses, how to blame everyone 
but himself for his failures? 
Sometimes we tend to excuse nonachie­ 
vers and underemphasize hard work. We 
generalize about certain groups of people 
and if they are not successful, we say it 
is the fault of environment or heredity or 
teachers. 
These excuses have become more con­ 
venient in recent times because the trend 
of thought has been that it is bad to want 
to win too much. This runs counter to 
today’s youth values of peace, love and 
brotherhood. 
The real question is, hew much is 
wanting to win too much? To me, that 
limit is not reached as long as no one is 
deliberately injured and rules are not 
broken. 
What is the sense in taking the time 
and effort to compete (which is consid­ 
erable in almost any league) if you don't 
play to win? Just because competition 
and learning values may be more impor­ 
tant than winning in youth sports does 
not mean that it is wrong to go all-out. 
Successful athletes have never gotten 
where they are without maximum effort 
all along — to WIN. 
Agnew put it well when he wrote, “ I 
would not want to live in a society that 
did not include winning in its philosophy; 
that would have us live as identical lem­ 
mings, never trying to best anybody at 
anything, all headed in the same direc­ 


tion . . . striving not for individual ex­ 
cellence. I would rather be a failure in a 
competitive society — which is our inher­ 
itance — than to live in a waveless sea of 
nonachievers. 
“Those who scoff at the desire to win 
in sport are those who basically are af­ 
raid to lose. They won t try because they 
do not want to risk failing.” 
Continuing on this train of thought, 
one might ask, how great are the con­ 
sequences of failing? Although we try not 
to think negatively, what happens if we 
do lose? 
Unfortunately, our society being what 
it is, losing can be a trauma. A per­ 
manent psychological scar might be left 
on a young boy who strikes out in a cru­ 
cial situation in his team's little league 
championship game, or a high school kid 
who fumbles on the two-yard line in the 
big game of the year or misses the final 
deciding shot in a basketball tournament 
game. He will suffer tremendously and

the bitter taste might stay with him for a 
long time. The same can be true on a 
larger scale — in one’s job or personal 
life. 
Yet, is failure in sports so undesirable 
that it is justification not to try as hard 
as one can all the time? Should we slight 
the importance of winning? Here is 
where many have a difference of opinion, 
and hers is where I again concur with 
Agnew’s words: “ A man who has not 
known failure cannot fully 
appreciate 
success. You can’t know pleasure in any 
greater degree than you have known 
pain.” 
If this were not the case, sports would 
not be worth playing. In fact, they would 
not exist as we know them. Victory was 
that much sweeter for the New York 
Mets and their fans three years ago 
when they won the World Series simply 
because the Mets for years had been 
the laughing stock or professional sports. 
To use more local examples, the Cubs 
and their fans went deliriously wild with 
joy in 1969 when the team spent most of 
the season in first place — because the 
Cubs had been in the second division 
most of the preceeding 24 years. To a 
lesser extent, the White Sox have had a 
big surge in attendance and fan ex­ 
citement in the last year or so because 
the team was pathetic in the three sea­ 
sons before. 
So the moral of the story is this: It is 
not wrong to want to win badly even if 
you aren’t a pro. This applies to you 
when you are on the golf course, bowling 
alley, playing ping-pong or poker. It is so 
because this country is based on com­ 
petition. And what’s so wrong about 
that? 
Don’t get me wrong. I am not neces­ 
sarily a Spiro Agnew' fan. I have not de­ 
cided how I will vote in November and 
even if I knew, I am not a political edito­ 
rial writer. 
But I must agree with Spiro on the 
broad subject of athletic competition.

Arlington Heights Minor Hockey Asso­ 
ciation, a wandering league for the past 
few’ years, has found a home. 


Like most homes these days, it will 
cost a little bit more, however. 


The home, in which all games will be 
played, is the Arlington Ice Spectrum, 
Northwest Hwy. across from Arlington 
Park, in Palatine.

May Be In Operation Next Month 
Mental Health Center Opening Near 


A new mental health center to serve 


Elk Grove and Schaumburg townships 
may be in operation in August, Jordan 
Rosen, director of Elk Grove Village 
Community Service, said yesterday 


Community Service received a $52,000 


grant earlier this month from the state 
to establish a mental health center to 
serve the two townships. Rosen said the 
new center would operate out of the pre- 
sent 
Community 
Service 
offices 
on 


Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village 
and possibly from space in the Sehaum- 
burg Township hall. 


Rosen said his organization actually 


won't be recognized as a mental health 
center until a psychiatrist can be hired. 
"State funding will begin when the psy- 
chiatrist joins the staff, which hopefully 
will be in August," he said. 


Rosen said he also has been inter- 


viewing prospective staff members, in- 


cluding two full-time social workers, a 
full-time outreach worker and a full-time 
secretary. The psychiatrist would be 
part-time, he said 


ELK GROVE and Schaumburg town- 


ships, along with Wheeling and Palatine 
townships, have been served 
by the 


Northwest Mental Health Clinic in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Rosen said he met with Dr. Eugene 


Trager, director of Northwest, and Bob 
Gcigner, of the state mental health de- 
partment, Friday to discuss the transi- 
tion to the new mental health center. 


"We (Community Service staff) also 


have been meeting with various groups 
in 
Schaumburg Township, including 


schools and churches, to tell them about 
the new mental health agency that will 
serve the area," Rosen said. 


COMMUNITY SERVICE applied for a 


grant 
from 
the 
Illinois Department 


of Mental Health in January, but funds 
for the state agency were not approved 
by the Illinois Legislature until June The 
Elk Grove Village office was notified of 
the grant by the governor's office this 
month 


Dr Trager had opposed the formation 


of the Community Service mental health 
center saying the move was 
"pre- 


mature." 


Rosen earlier said Community Service 


applied for a grant separate from the 


Northwest Mental Health Association be- 
cause it was felt that it would be difficult 
for one agency to serve the four-township 
area adequately considering the expected 
population growth 


The new Community Service mental 


health center will provide screening for 
potential mental patients, care for per- 
sons released from mental hospitals and 
outpatient counseling for disturbed adults 
and children

Twelve mayors, including one from the 


Northwest suburbs, are attempting to 
formulate a volunteer program for dis- 
tribution of low and moderate-income 
housing throughout the suburban Chicago 
area 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chert and 11 other representatives of a 
six-county-wide area have been meeting 
since December to try to piece together 
a tentative housing plan. 


The mayors were brought together by 


the Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities and are receiving technical assis- 
tance from 
the Noitheastern Illinois 


Planning Commission (NIPC) 


THE IDEA FOR such a housing pro- 


gram came from Jack Pahl, an NIPC 
commissioner and former Elk Grove Vil- 
lage mayor. He has been meeting -vith 
t h e 
mayors 
who 
represent 
Kane, 


McHenry, Will, DuPage and Lake coun- 
ties and the north, northwest, south, 
southwest and west regions of Cook 
C o u n t y . Towns represented include 
Flossmoor, Wood Dale and Evanston in 
addition to Mount Prospect. 


"The way I see it is that if we don't 


work out our own housing programs now 
under the control of local government, 
the federal court will give us a court- 
imposed program," Pahl said "And the 
courts are very insensitive to the back- 
grounds and characteristics of our com- 
munities." 


Pahl pointed to a suit filed by the 


American Civil Liberties Union that 
would require the distribution of 60,000 
low-income housing units on a "fair- 
share" basis. The suit is now before U. 
S District Court Judge Richard Austin 


Pahl said the housing meetings have 


been kept quiet because "no one wants 
high visibility on a sensitive program 
like this." He said this was why he chose 
to work through the Leadership Council, 
a private agency. 


According to Pahl, the housing group 


has been studying statistics provided by 
NIPC that show the need for low and 
moderate-income housing in the various 
county areas. He said the 12 mayors will 
soon start talking to other officials in 
their areas about a housing plan. 


"There will be 'X' number of units that 


will be needed for each area Then it will 
be up to the local communities in that 
area to make the decision on where the 
housing should go," Pahl said 


HE SAID THE housing would probably 


include units for senior citizens, people 
who can't afford to live where they work 
and single people "who can't afford to 
live in the communities they 
were 


brought up in " He said the group is us- 


ing federal standards when defining in- 
come $6,000 to $12,000 a year for moder- 
ate and $6,000 and under tor low income 
The figures depend on family size. 


The group hopes to have a complete 


six-county housing plan including pro- 
posed sites and a 10-year implementation 
progi am in two years, Pahl said 


"The plan is to get a local coalition 


together in each community that will 
work on their own programs,'1 Pahl said 
He said agencies such as planning com- 
missions and zoning boards would join 
religious and civic leaders and local offi- 
cials in the coalition 


Pahl said the mayor representatives 


would 
also work 
with governmental 


agencies such as the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference in formulating regional 
plans. 


"The whole key to it is that everyone is 


doing a little bit so that no one com- 
munity gets the burden. This way every- 
one will get their fair share," he said. 


Pahl pointed out there are a variety of 


ways communities can provide low and 
moderate-income housing 
He said a 


pamphlet describing each plan is being 
prepared by NIPC and wdl be cuculated 
in the various communities 


Some communities will probably react 


negatively to the plan when first ap- 
proached, Pahl admitted However, he 
said he believes those communities will 
finally agree 


Teichert said he is now preparing a 


repot t on the housing meetings for the 
Mount Prospect Community Services and 
Mental Health Commission, which is con- 
sidering the local low and moderate-in- 
come housing question in that village.

Bad Weather Is One Cause 
Low Attendance Marks Migrant Camp 


Some days there were as many leaders 


as there were children but everyone still 
managed to have a good time at the Girl 
Scout day camp for migrant children 


Offered on an experimental basis by 


the Girl Scout Council of Northwest Cook 
County, the day camp was designed for 60 
Mexican-American children During the 
course of the two-week program, which 
ended Friday, 38 children attended but 
on some days attendance was as low as 
12. 


"The main problem was, we were com- 


peting with the summer migrant pro- 
gram offered by the school districts," 
said Miss Paula Siegel, camp coordina- 


tor The weather didn't help either, she 
added. Some days were excessively hot 
while on other days there were thunder- 
storms. 


Children at the day camp ranged in 


age from 4 to 13 years old and came

'Junk' Becomes Village Artifacts 
Slight Detour On Way To Garbage Heap 


A RUSTED APPLE peeler may not be 
a priceless antique, but Rev. John 
Sternberg believes it helps to pre- 


serve the culture and 
Schaumburg Township. 


heritage of

A lot of junk on its way to the garbage 


heap has taken a slight detour thorough 
the Rev. John Sternberg's basement. 


Ten years ago, the pastor of St. Peter 


Lutheran Church, Schaumburg, began to 
see a value in the remnants of the town- 
ship's former life. 


Interest led to effort, and the result is 


a collection of nearly 400 artifacts scav- 
enged from attics and basements of 
farmers and older area residents who 
sold their land for developments which 
make up the burgeoning villages of the 
township. 


In 1963, with the permission of his con- 


gregation, and the contributions of vol- 
unteer help, the pastor opened a small 
museum in what was the first Lutheran 
Church here, located on Easy Street, 
(now more familiarly known as Schaum- 
burg Road). 


THOUGH THE white frame church 


served as school, meeting room and fi- 
nally shed, before it became a museum, 
it is now being renovated. A new founda- 
tion, roof, wall board and paint job plus 
electricity and gas heating, should have 
the museum ready in September to be 
the final resting place of the items Stern- 
berg has so patiently collected over the 
years. 


He started the project because he 


wanted "to save something of the culture 
and heritage of parents 
and 
grand- 


parents who lived here years before," he 
said. 


Until its closing last September for re- 


modeling, the museum hosted 2,000 to 
3,000 school children annually on field- 
trips through the past. 


"There are better and bigger mu- 


seums," the pastor said, "but this is the 
only one that is in this community, not 
some other one." 


What is the monetary value of old wed- 


ding dresses made of the traditional Lu- 
theran black? Or of the hand pre-push 
button appliances of yesteryear — the 
rusted apple peeler, sausage makers, 
and skirt pleaters?

Even though he 
knows the antique market is more than 
healthy, Sternberg doesn't know, nor does 
he care. "I don't buy or sell, I just 
show," he said. 


Some items of course are of sentimen- 


tal value to descendants of the first set- 
tlers here. The original baptismal font 
from St. Peters. Flowers form the origi- 
nal altar preserved in a glass globe. The 
original ballot box used in Schaumburg 
Township. 


The list of artifacts is endless, and of- 


fers a lot of gadgets it seems someone 
should manufacture today. Think of the 
market for a boot jack, that makes re- 
moval of tight shoes or boots easy ... or 
for an exercise bicycle that incidentally 
also sharpens knives.

Girl, 17, Wins Award For Excellence 
Slough Study Charts Pollution Levels

What started out as a physics project 


by Gabriele Ronnett of Mount Prospect 
in her sophomore year at Hersey High 
School turned out to be one of the best 
things that ever happened to the environ- 
mentally troubled Hillcrcst Slough. 


Gabriele's three-year analysis of pollu- 


tion of the slough's north end, svhich has 
been dirtied from sewage dumping and 


soil erosion, has helped arouse a sharp 
public awareness of the potential danger 
to the wetland. 


"I didn't think at first that I'd end up 


studying the slough as long as I did," 
said Gabriele, 17, whose study won her 
an award for excellence in scientific re- 
search from Argonne National Labora- 
tory. 


"But the more I learned about the area 


from studying it, the more I felt I should 


continue," she added. • 


THE PROJECT WAS basically a fact- 


finding mission'about the life systems, 
soil and water conditions of that slough 
area in Prospect Heights along Willow 
Road. "That was the general scheme of 
the whole thing — to gather as much 
data as I could," Gabriele said. 


Her massive fact-finding mission in- 


cluded taking countless water and soil 
samples as well as scores of photographs

be out of date in today's more comfort- 
able society, but they were certainly a 
necessity of life then. 


GLASS EGGS will also be on display at 


the new museum, but though now only 
knick-knacks, they once were functional. 
Sternberg explains the large ones were 
used for darning, while the average-egg 
size ones were placed in nests so the 
chicken would know where to lay her 
eggs. 


Other items in the pastor's collection 


include an old tin bathtub, a pipe organ 
pipe, a pegged log showing how the first 
buildings here were built, a tub of lye, a 
100 year old cradle and a host of farm 
implements long since outmoded. 


"Someone has to try and save some of 


these things," the pastor says, and judg- 
ing by the collection in his basement, the 
new museum has a good start. 


of the area's plant, insect and wildlife. 


On Sunday mornings during the sum- 


mer, she would go to the slough to collect 
her samples and take 'humidity and wa- 
ter temperature readings as a part of 
her data-gathering routine. 


The water samples enabled her to de- 


termine pollution levels that registered ' 
significantly higher in the north half of 
the wetland. Her soil samples revealed 
that nitrogen, an element vital to plant 
growth, was dangerously low in the north 
half. 


The photographs not only showed exist- 


ing pollution levels but assisted Gabriele 
in charting the aging process 
of the 


slough. "I compared the photographs I 
took with some others taken in the 1950s 
and noticed that the north half is aging 
at a much faster rate than the south 
half." 


"WILDLIFE 
IS diminishing in the 


north half while the south remains pretty 
much intact," she continued. 


Sitting with binoculars, she watched 


the general wildlife distribution and saw 
that most of the blue heron, ducks and 
Canadian geese there in the summer 
were gathered mostly around the south 
half. 


All her samples, pictures and other 


fact-gathers meant hours upon hours of 
experimentation. Beginning in February, 
Gabriele would spend the better part of a 
day experimenting either at school or at 
home where she has her own micro- 
scope. 


In addition to the laboratory facilities 


she used at Hersey High, her parents, 
Dr. and Mrs. Alexander Ronnett of 502 
Garwood Dr., invested S200 in their 
daughter's project. The money paid for 
an aerial photograph trip over the area. 


GABRIELE, WHO IS eyeing a career 


in biological and genetic research and 
hopes to attend Stanford University in 
the fall, said the slough could clean itself 
out in three or four years if a channel to 
the north half could be opened. 


"If the south half is left alone and a 


natural flow between the two ends re- 
stored, it would be back to normal in a 
few years," she said. 


Gabriele, who hopes to obtain a medi- 


cal degree to aid her in research has 
been active in such organizations as stu- 
dents for Environmental Action, The Illi- 
nois Junior Academy of Science and the 
National Honor Society at Hersey: She 
also served on the "Save the Slough" 
committee. 


Gabriele feels that the mounds if infor- 


mation she collected during three years 
will be of value to people living in the 
area of the slough. "Now that they know

what the situation is, maybe people will 
look at the areal/from a more ecological 
point of. view."

Piping water frm Lake Michigan to 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove could be 
done in one of at least three ways, but 
both villages will likely not consider such 
a move for several years. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said, "We've had exploratory meet- 
ings with DAMP, and village engineer 
Arnold Seaberg will attend their meet- 
ings, as an observer." 


DAMP 
is 
the 
water 
commission 


formed to bring water to the Northwest 
Suburbs from Lake Michigan by 1975. 
The commission is titled according to the 
communities directly involved — Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Palatine. 


WHEELING VILLAGE Mgr. George 


Passolt said, however, "the cost is ex- 
orbitant. If we can successfully continue 
to run our wells, we'd prefer to keep our 
welt system." He said the cost of the 
piped water is considerably higher than 
water from local wells. 


Buffalo Grove recently received a com- 


plete water study done by Alvord, Bur- 
dick and Howson, outlining the possi- 
bilities for water supply in the future.

nities,

groundwater is available to meet the vil- 
lage water needs, it would be economic- 
ally unfeasible to purchase Lake Mich- 
igan water." 


Larson said there are three possible al- 


ternatives if purchasing lake water is de- 
sired. One is the DAMP line, which will 
extend to about Arlington Heights and 
Ilintz roads. A 60-inch main might be 
available from the area of O'Hare Air- 
port, from which water would be pur- 
chased from Chicago, and Northbrook 
has a 54-inch water line from the lake to 
their filtration plant. 


At present it isn't known that volumes 


of water would be needed, or whether 
these sources could supply enough to be 
satisfactory. 


The Northbrook Line would most likely 


be a joint venture with Buffalo Grove 
and Wheeling, and would follow Lake- 
Cook Road.

would be interested in such a venture 


only if wells prove inadequate, and Lar- 
son said he is investigating only to get 
groundwork established. "We'd have to 
make a number of improvements, and it 
wouldn't happen for seven to 10 years,"

Annexation Suit Granted Continuance 


Trie suit challenging the annexation of 


40 acres in Prospect Heights by the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been continued to 
Sept. 5. - 


The suit was filed in March of 1971 by 


a Prospect Heights group known as the 
Wheeling Road Zoning Committee. The 


suit contends that Wheeling annexed the 
40-acre parcel illegally because the land 
is not sufficiently contiguous to Wheel- 
ing. The question now before the court is 
whether there was undue delay in filing 
the suit.

Girl. 17, Wins Award For Excellence 
Slough Study Charts Pollution Levels

What started out js a physics project 


by Gabiieiu Rnnnctt of Mount Prospect 
in her sophomore year at Hursoy High 
School turned out to lie otic of the best 
things that ever happened to the environ- 
mentally troubled Hillcrcst Slough. 


Gabriele's three-year analysis of pollu- 


tion of the slough's north end. which has 
been dirtied from sewage dumping and 
soil erosion, has helped arouse a sharp 
public awareness of the potential danger 
to the wetland. 


"I didn't think at first that I'd end up 


studying the slough as long as I did." 
said Gabriele. 17. whose study won her 
an award for excellence in scientific re- 
search from Argonne National Labora- 
tory. 


"But the more I learned about the area 


from studying it. the more I felt I should 
continue." she added. 


TIIK I'KOJKCT WAS basically a fact- 


finding mission about the life systems, 
soil and water conditions of that slough 


area in Prospect Heights along Willow 
Road. "That was the general scheme of 
the whole thing — to gather as much 
data as 1 could," Gabriele said. 


Her massive fact-finding mission in- 


cluded taking countless water and soil 
samples as well as scores of photographs 
of the area's plant, insect and wildlife. 


On Sunday mornings during the sum- 


mer, she would go to the slough to collect 
her samples and take humidity and wa- 
ter temperature readings as a part of 
her data-gathering routine. 


The water samples enabled her to de- 


termine pollution levels that registered 
significantly higher in the north half of 
the wetland. Her soil samples revealed 
that nitrogen, an element vital to plant 
growth, was dangerously low in the north 
half. 


The photographs not only showed exist- 


ing pollution levels but assisted Gabriele 
in charting the aging process of the 
slough. "I compared the photographs I 
took with some others taken in the 1950s 


and noticed that the north half is aging 
at a much faster rate than the south 
half." 


"WILDLIFE IS diminishing in 
the . 


north half while the south remain's pretty 
much intact," she continued. 


Sitting with binoculars, she watched 


the general wildlife distribution and saw 
that most of the blue heron, ducks and 
Canadian geese there in the summer- 
were gathered mostly around the south 
half. 


All her samples, pictures and other 


fact-gathers meant hours upon hours of 
experimentation. Beginning in February, 
Gabriele would spend the better part of a 
day experimenting either at school or at 
home where she has her own micro- 
scope. 


In addition to the laboratory facilities 


she used at Hersey High, her parents, 
Dr. and Mrs. Alexander Ronnett of 502 
Garwood Dr., invested 
$200 in their 


daughter's project. The money paid for 
an aerial photograph trip over the area. 


GABRIELE, WHO IS eyeing a career 


in biological and genetic research and 
hopes to attend Stanford University in 
the fall, said the slough could clean itself 
out in three or four years if a channel to 
the north half could be'opened. 


"If the south half is left alone and a 


natural flow between the two ends re- 
stored, it would be back to normal in a 
few years," she said. 


Gabriele, who hopes to obtain a medi- 


cal degree to aid her in research has 
been active in such organizations as stu- 
dents for Environmental Action, The Illi- 
nois Junior Academy of Science and the 
National Honor Society at Hersey. She 
also served on the "Save the Slough" 
committee.

Gabriele feels that the mounds if infor- 


mation she collected during three years 
will be of value to people living in the 
area of the slough. "Now that they know 
what the situation is, maybe people will 
look at the area from a more ecological 
point of view."

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12 Mayors Study Volunteer 
Moderate-Income Housing

Twelve mayors, including one from the 


Northwest suburbs, are attempting to 
formulate a volunteer program for dis- 
tribution of low and moderate-income 
housing throughout the suburban Chicago 
'area. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chert and 11 other representatives of a 
six-county-wide area have been meeting 
since December to try to piece together 
a tentative housing plan, 


The mayors were brought together by 


the Mousing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities and are receiving technical assis- 
tance from the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission (NIPC). 


THE IDEA FOR such a housing pro- 


gram came from Jack Pahl, an NIPC 
commissioner and former Elk Grove Vil- 
lage mayor. He has been meeting wi'li 
t h e 
mayors 
who 
represent 
Kane, 


McHenry, Will, DuPage and Lake coun- 


ties and the north, northwest, south, 
southwest and west regions of Cook 
C o u n t y . Towns represented include 
Flossmoor, Wood Dale and Evanston in 
addition to Mount Prospect. 


"The way I see it is that if we don't 


work out our own housing programs now 
under the control of local government, 
the federal court will give us a court- 
imposed program," Pahl said. "And the 
courts are very insensitive to the back- 
grounds and characteristics of our com- 
munities." 


Pahl pointed to a suit filed by the 


American Civil Liberties 
Union that 


would require the distribution of 60,000 
low-income housing units on a "fair- 
share" basis. The suit is now before U. 
S. District Court Judge Richard Austin. 


Pahl said the housing meetings have 


been kept quiet because "no one wants 
high visibility on a sensitive program 
like this." He said this was why he chose 
to work through the Leadership Council, 


a private agency. 


According to Pahl, the housing group 


has been studying statistics provided by 
NIPC that show the need for low and 
moderate-income housing in the various 
county areas. He said the 12 mayors will 
soon start talking to other officials in 
their areas about a housing plan. 


"There will be 'X' number of units that 


will be needed for each area. Then it will 
be up to the local-communities in that 
area to make the decision on where the 
housing should go," Pahl said. 


HE SAID THE housing would probably 


include units for senior citizens, people 
who can't afford to live where they work 
and single people "who can't afford to 
live in the communities they were 
brought up in." He said the group is us- 
ing federal standards when defining in- 
come: $6,000 to $12,000 a year for moder- 
ate and $6,000 and under tor low income. 
The figures depend on family size. 


City's Water Role Unclear 


Where Rolling Meadows will fit into 


the plans of four area towns to bring wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan is still uncer- 
tain.

runs- so high that provisions are already 
being made in Roling Meadows to set 
aside revenue over the next several 
years in anticipation of building a local 
pipeline that will tap into the proposed 
DAM^5 water transport network.

tribution of low and moderate-income 
housing throughout the suburban Chicago 
area. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chert and 11 other representatives of a 
six-county-wide area have been meeting 
since December to try to piece together 
a tentative housing plan. 


The mayors were brought together by 


the Housing Coalition of the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Commu- 
nities and are receiving technical assis- 
tance from 
the Northeastern 
Illinois 


Planning Commission fNIPC). 


THE IDEA FOR such a housing pro- 


gram came from Jack Pahl, an NIPC 
commissioner and former Elk Grove Vil- 
lage mayor. He has been meeting -viih 
t h e 
mayors 
who 
represent 
Kane. 


McHenry. Will, DuPagc and Lake coun- 
ties and the north, northwest, south, 
southwest and west regions of Cook 
C o u n t y . Towns represented include 
Flossmoor. Wood Dale and Evanston in 
addition to Mount Prospect. 


"The way I see it is that if we don't 


work out our own housing programs now 
under the control of local government, 
the federal court will give us a court- 
imposed program," Pahl said. "And the 
courts are very insensitive to the back- 
grounds and characteristics of our com- 
munities." 


Pahl pointed to a suit filed by the 


American Civil Liberties Union that 
would require the distribution of 60,000 
low-income housing units on a "fair- 
share" basis The suit is now before U. 
S. District Court Judge Richard Austin. 


Pahl said the housing meetings have 


been kept quiet because "no one wants 
high visibility on a sensitive program 
tike this." He said this was why he chose 


to work through the Leadership Council, 
a private agency. 


According to Pahl, the housing group 


has been studying statistics provided by 
MFC that show the need for low and 
moderate-income housing in the various 
county areas. He said the 12 mayors will 
soon start talking to other officials in 
their areas about a housing plan. 


"There will be 'X' number of units that 


will be needed for each area. Then it will 
be up to the local communities in that 
area to make the decision on where the 
housing should go.'" Pahl said. 


UK SAID THE housing would probably 


include units for senior citizens, people 
who can't afford to live where they work 
and single people "who can't afford to 
live in the communities they were 
brought up in," He said the group is us- 
ing federal standards when defining in- 
come: S6.000 to $12,000 a year for moder- 
ate and $6,000 and under lor low income. 
The figures depend on family size. 


The group hopes to have a complete 


six-county housing plan including pro- 
posed sites and a 10-year implementation 
program in two years, Pahl said. 


"The plan is to get a local coalition 


together in each community that will 
work on their own programs," Pahl said. 
He said agencies such as planning com- 
missions and zoning boards would join 
religious and civic leaders and local offi- 
cials in the coalition. 


Pahl said the mayor representatives 


would also work with governmental 
agencies such as the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference in formulating regional 
plans. 


"The whole key to it is that everyone is

Lake Water Could Double Bills Here 


Arlington Heights water bills are likely 


to increase, perhaps by as much as two- 
thirds ovei their present level, if and 
when water is brought here from Lake 
Michigan 


Village Pres John Woods said Friday 


that the DAMP estimates he has seen 
suggest that the cost per 1,000 gallons of 
water for Ailmgton Heights customers 
would be two-thirds to double the present 
rate of 63 cents per 1,000 gallons 


An average residential water bill in Ar- 


lington Heights today is about $15 per 
quarter, village sources said 


"The cost increase is one reason why 


we (Arlington Heights) have never want- 
ed to go to the lake until it was absolute- 


ly necessary to do it," Woods said 


Undei an emergency situation, Woods 


said he estimated that DAMP could engi 
ner and construct its pipeline within 
three years but that more likely com- 
pletion of the DAMP project would take 
about five years 


PARTICIPATING municipalities will 


sign a contract with DAMP for the pur 
chase of lake water That contract will

said no meeting date has been set as yet, 
although the commission will meet as 
"soon as possfble." 


The council, when it created the com- 


mission last February, ordered the com- 
mission to meet within two weeks of the 
appointment of its members. Seven com-, 
mission members were appointed July 
17.

Later, a U.S. Dept of Housing and Ur- 


ban Development spokesman said that 
by rejecting Aid. Michael's proposal for 
a study, the council may have endanger- 
ed future federal 'grants for low and 
mnHorafp-'""fln'ft bniitjng for 
zens. However; This would not affect the 
current grant expected for a 128-unit se- 
nior citizen apartment building at Ash- 
land and Lee streets, the Herald learned,. 


Michaels said the commission would be 


"crippled" if it could not study low and 
moderate-income housing. 


Michaels, who has said he will neither 


endorse nor reject low and moderate-in- 
come housing until more study is done, 
said the commission could only recom- 
mend building code enforcement as a 
way of solving substandard housing prob- 
lems, if forbidden to examine low and 
moderate-income housing. 


SINCE SENIOR citizen housing is fed- 


erally subsidized low and moderate-in- 
come housing for the elderly, the com- 
mission could not study this topic, he had 
said. 


And a housing authority's sole job is to 


funnel governmental funds to local hous- 
ing, so the commission cannot study this 
without studying low and moderate-in- 
come housing, Michaels also said. 


Acting upon a request from Michaels, 


City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi drew up a 
legal opinion on whether the council had 
forbidden a low and moderate-income 
housing study, by refusing to specifically 
authorize such a study. 


DiLeonardi said the council's action in 


authorizing a study of "substandard 
housing" but not low and moderate-in- 
come housing was "unclear." He said 
the council should either vote to specifi- 
cally deny a study of low and moderate- 
income housing, or it should specifically 
vote to allow such a study. 


These actions left the council position 


in doubt, according to DiLeonardi.

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Girl, J7, Wins Award For Excellence 
Slough Study Charts Pollution Levels 


by .IOHN MAES 


What started out as a physics project' 


by Gabriele Ronnett of Mount Prospect 
in her sophomore year at Mersey High 
School turner! out to be one of the best 
things that ever happened to the environ- 
mentally troubled Hillcrest Slough. 


Gabriele's three-year analysis of pollu- 


tion of the slough's north end, which has 
been dirtied from sewage dumping and 
soil erosion, has helped arouse a sharp 
public awareness of the potential danger 
to the wetland. 


"t didn't think at first that I'd end up 


studying the slough as long as I did," 
said Gabriele, I", whose study won her 
an award for excellence in scientific re- 


search from Argonne National Labora- 
tory. 


"But the more I learned about the area 


from studying it, the more I felt I should 
continue," she added. 


THE PROJECT WAS basically a fact- 


finding mission about the life systems, 
soil and water conditions of that slough 
area in Prospect Heights along Willow 
Road. "That was the general scheme of 
the whole thing — to gather as much 
data as I could," Gabriete said. 


Her massive fact-finding mission in- 


cluded taking countless water and soil 
samples as well as scores of photographs 
of t.he area's plant, insect and wildlife. 


On Sunday mornings during the sum- 


mer, she would go to the slough to collect 
her samples and take humidity and wa- 
ter temperature readings as a part of 
her data-gathering routine. 


The water samples enabled her to de- 


termine pollution levels that registered 
significantly higher in the north half of 
the wetland. Her soil samples revealed 
that nitrogen, an element vital to plant 
growth, was dangerously low in the north 
half. 


The photographs not only showed exist- 


ing pollution levels but assisted Gabriele 
in charting the aging process 
of the 


slough. "I compared the photographs I 
took with some others, taken in the 1950s 
and noticed that the north half is aging 


at a much faster rate than the south 
half." 


"WILDLIFE IS diminishing in the 


north half while the south remains pretty 
much intact," she continued. 


Sitting with binoculars, she watched 


the general wildlife distribution and saw 
that most of the blue heron, ducks and 
Canadian geese therein the summer 
were gathered mostly around the south 
half. 


AJ1 her samples, pictures and other 


fact-gathers meant hours upon hours of 
experimentation. Beginning in February, 
Gabriele would spend the better part of a 
day experimenting either at school or at 
home where she has her own micro- 
scope. 


In addition to the laboratory facilities 


she used at Hersey High, her parents, 
Dr. arid Mrs. Alexander Ronnett of 502 
Garwood Dr., invested $200 in their 
daughter's project. The money paid for 
an aerial photograph trip over the area 


GABRIELE, WHO IS eyeing a career 


in biological and genetic research and 
hopes to attend Stanford University in 
the fall, said the slough could clean itself 
out in three or four years if a channel to 
the north half could be opened. 


If the south half is left alone and a 


natural flow between the two ends re- 
stored, it would be back to normal in a 
few years," she said. 


Gabriele, who hopes to obtain a medi- 


cal degree to aid her in research has 
been active in such organizations as stu- 
dents for Environmental Action, The Illi- 
nois Junior Academy of Science and 'the 
National Honor Society at Hersey. She 
also served on the "Save the Slough" 
committee. 


Gabriele feels that the mounds if infor- 


mation she collected during three years 
will be of value to people living in .the 
area of the slough'. "Now that they know 
what the situation is', maybe people will 
look at the area from a more ecological 
point of view."

Kept Loaded Gun: Ex-Panther 


Deborah Johnson, who was sleeping 


next to Fred Hampton the night the 
Black Panther leader was tailed in a po- 
lice raid, testified yesterday that she 
kept a loaded 12-gauge shotgun in the 
bedroom. 


Miss Johnson, 21, said the shotgun was 


assigned to her fes a party member. She 
said Hampton also was assigned a shot- 
gun and sometimes kept a 45 automatic 
in the bedroom 


She made the statements during some 


four hours of meticulous cross-exam- 
ination by defense attorney Thomas Sul- 
livan during the conspiracy trial of Cook 
County State's Atty. Edward V. Hanra- 
han and 13 codefendants. 


The 14 are accused of conspiracy to 


obstruct justice by altering and con- 
cealing evidence about the Dec. 4, 1969, 
weapons raid on a West Side apartment 
in which Hampton and Mark Clark, an- 
other Panther leader, were killed 


MISS JOHNSON also told Sullivan that 


she was aware of a "mandate" from na- 
tional party leaders advocating resis- 
tance to police raiding parties. 


In a vivid description of the predawn 


raid during direct testimony Friday, 
Miss Johnson said neither she, Hampton 
or another party member who was in the 
bedroom with them attempted to pick up 
weapons or otherwise resist the police 
raiders. 


Miss Johnson told Sullivan that Hamp- 


ton taught her to use the shotgun and 
other weapons between May and Decem- 
ber, 1969. She said she practiced firing 
the shotgun in an open field. 


ON THE NIGHT before the raid, she 


testified, Hampton and other party mem- 
bers attended a political orientation class 
on "the strategic means to resist the 
power structure." But Miss Johnson said 
she went to a girl friend's house and did 
not attend the session. 


Miss Johnson said she quit the Pan- 


thers in 1971 and now lives alone with 
her 2%-year-old child. She is employed in 
the billings and accounts department at 
Marshall Field & Co. department store. 


She told Sullivan that as a party mem- 


ber she frequently used the word "pig" 
and defined it as referring to "any per- 
son who moves to take the life or at- 
tempts to take the life" of a Panther 
member

been dirtied from sewage dumping and 
'oil eioston, has helped arouse a shatp 
public awareness of the potential danger 
to the wetland

said Gabiiele 17 whose study won her 
an aw aid for excellence in scientific re-

SPOUSE-SELECTING by parents is 


confined mainly to the noble and the 
wealthy in Thailand and Cambodia, but 
the professional matchmaker gets a good 
trade in both countries. 


Freedom of marital choice has become 


nearly universal in the Philippines. But 
government officials report marriages 
are still arranged among some of the 
country's 4 million minorities and in 
some isolated Christian communities. 
The pagan T'Boli tribe on Mindanao Is- 
land is reported still arranging mar- 
riages between 14 and 15-year-olds amid 
colorful rituals and exchanges of dow- 
ries. 


Arranged marriages remain popular in 


Indonesia and are losing ground only in 
the few urban centers where foreign in- 
fluences have an impact. 


In Malaysia, the Malay population ad- 


heres to the practice in the extreme in 
many cases. It is not uncommon for 
prospective marriage partners to remain 
strangers who meet for the first time at 
their wedding ceremony. The profes- 
sional matchmaker is common to every 
Kampong native village in Malaysia, 
where the system is as common as ever. 


A RANDOM sanipjing of "arranged" 


marital partners by UPI reporters in- 
dicated that in many cases, at least, it 
works out well for both parties. Malay- 
sian Mohamad Tap bin Selamat said 
when he was 25 years old, his parents 
retained a widowed midwife, Zaharah 
Ahmad, 62, to find him a wife. 


"I found out my prospective bride 


lived in the next, village and discovered 
who the family was. I though I'd try at 


least, to gel a look at her. I tried several 
times but failed and laid eyes on her for 
the first time only on the wedding day." 


In seven years of marriage since, Tap 


said in an interview in Kuala Lumpur, he 
has had no regrets about' his lack of per- 
sonal choice in his mate.

own bride, after parental approval on 
both sides, but all the details were han- 
dled through a matchmaker.

bride's family negotiated a dowry from 
my family to the bride's consisting of 12 
red paper packets each containing 16 
Singapore dollars ($5.35), one whole leg 
of roast pork and four gold ornaments," 
Chua said. 


ANOTHER AID to matrimony, particu- 


larly in cities with large numbers of Chi- 
nese marriageables, is the marriage bu- 
reau. Andrew Soh, manager of the Asia 
Marriage Aid Bureau in Singapore, has 
arranged more than 1,000 marriages in

nine years. 


"Most of my clients are professional 


people who have little time to mix 
around," Sbh said. "Their only hope is 
through a matchmaker." 


Soh charges $20 a client to find him oi- 


lier a mate. When a match is made, he 
collects another $50 as a "word of 
thanks." 


Japan's mixture of traditional and 


modern has left the arranged marriage 
an intact institution. 


The selection method in Japan, known 


as miai kekkon, is favored by parents 
and, according to the government, by 
couples, too. "A government survey 
shows that arranged marriages are like- 
ly to result in fewer divorces than love 
marriages," a Labor Ministry spokes- 
man told UPI. 


OF ALL COUNTRIES India is the one 


where arranged marriags remain strong- 
est. Unions between man and woman 
simply take place by .no other means in 
rural India, where 75 to 80 per cent of 
the country's 550 million population live. 
Even in India's cities, rare is the mar- 
riage decided by the betrothed alone. 


A combination of India's poverty and 


near total control of parents over chil- 
dren 
—a power that has hardly slack- 


ened in 2,500 years — accounts for the 
rocklike quality of the arranged mar- 
riage institution there. 


To buck the system, economic indepen- 


dence from the famly is required by both 
man and woman and in India such inde- 
pendence is made nearly impossible, 
even for the most resolute, because of 
the lack of jobs in India's urban centers.

2 Study At Alexian Brothers 
A Head Start On Careers

It's not "Marcus Welby," "The Doc- 


tors" or "Hospital," but a program spon- 
sored by the Northwest Suburban Unit of 
the American Cancer Society has in- 
troduced two Hoffman Estates students 
to real-life hospital work. 


Diane Behan and Mike Blood, seniors 


at Conant High School, received, scholar- 
ships from the society which gave them 
. the opportunity to spend the past six. 
weeks in the lab of A'lexian Brothers 
Medical Center, Elk Grove Village. 


Working under Dr. Donald Fox, the 


students spent a week watching lab tech- 
nicians and'doctors work in each of five 
departments, including surgical patholo- 
gy, chemistry, bacteriology, humantolo- 
gy and blood bank. 


The program was designed to help as- 


piring medical students decide if they 
are really interested in a medical career. 
Mike, who is thinking about Illinois Wes- 
leyan for his pr'e-med program, said the 
summer work has 'confirmed his in- 
tentions to be a doctor. He commended 
the program because "some people have 
to wait until they are out of medical 
school to find they don't like it." 


Diane "isn't absolutely sure," that she • 


wants to be a doctor, though she plans to 
apply to Northwestern University's six- 
year medical sciences program. Being a 
woman doctor "isn't as big a deal as it 
used to be," she said and she's fairly 
certain she'd like to try. 


SHE GETS upset when some hospital 


personnel don't take her ambitions se- 
riously and she was disturbed when they 
described her as "typical" when she left 
an autopsy before it was'Over. She knows 
she will get used to it, as the doctors 
have told her they "stop thinking about 
it" after enough experience. 


Both students are surprised at how 


much they have learned from watching 
the doctors analyze surgical specimens 
and from performing some of the tests 
and experiments themselves. 


The Cancer Society pays transportation 


and meqls for the students, who are'in 
the lab from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. daily. Not 
yet 18, Mike says it's difficult to find 
summer jobs. "This is more fun than 
working in McDonalds, and much more 
interesting. You're not pressured to learn 
stuff, and you don't have to do anything 
-with it." 


Diane and Mike are honor students at 


Conant; Mike is in the band and Diane is 


in Drama Club. Both have a background 
in biology and chemistry. 


DR. FOX said the main impetus of the 


program is to "keep their interest in 
medicine, and the secondary effect is 
cancer control." Though he won't en- 
courage or discourage Diane in her pur- 
suit of a medical career, he says, "she's 
a bright girl, and if that's what she 
wants, that's what she should try to do." 


He believes the lab is a good experi- 


ence for aspiring doctors because "it's 
not divorced from'any part of medicine." 
. 
Students from 35 suburbs, Dr. Fox re- 


ports, were eligible for the program. 
Students from all over Chicago who were 
involved in' it will be the guests of the 
Cancer society Aug. 11 at luncheon and a 
tour of the society's Chicago hospital lab- 
oratory. 


As they finish up their six weeks of 


watching, asking why and learning, the 
two prospective M.D.'s are enthusiastic 
about hospital workers who so patiently 
explained things to them. 


"Sometimes you knew you were get- 


ting in the way," Mike says, "but nobody 
said anything and nobody looked down on 
you. If you did something wrong, nobody 
got upset."
